It was granted internal self-gov- 
ernment last March, and the ex- 
periment of it has been heady and 
brief. 


Self-Government 


In eastern and western Nigeria 
self-government has been in ef- 
fect for two years. They are much 
further along and the beginnings | 
of a bureaucracy have developed. 
This is a British colony, and once 
again we see that the English, | 
as is their custom, have put down 
the basis for local government in 
marked contrast to the Dutch in 
Indonesia and the Freneh in 
Guinea, to name but two of the 
more dismal colonial failures. 


That the United States should 
be moving to send into the new 
nation trained, able men to act 
as information and public affairs | 
representatives is indicative of 
an increasingly alert State De- 
partment policy. Gordon, who re- 
cently spent a year in Africa on 
an Ogden Reid fellowship, prac- 
tically was drafted for the job 
because of his success on his tour 
of some 14 African countries. A 
part of this was covering the All- 
African Peoples Conference in 
Accra, Ghana. He is the second 
Negro to be named to what is an 
important post in the great po- 
litical ferment which is Africa. 


Born of farm tenant parents in| 
Arkansas 38 years ago, educated 
in Memphis and New York, Gor- 
don chose to come back to Geor- | 
gia. He worked on a_e small 
weekly in Memphis and then on 
the Atlanta Daily World in At- 
lanta. There his calm, deliberate 
evaluation of problems and his 
quiet, honest presentation of them | 
earned him a Nieman fellowship 
at Harvard. Progressive, respon- 
sible, and never irresponsible, he 
soon had made a national reputa- | 
tion which, if modest, was none- | 
theless sound. |

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Need for Title Law 
Proved Once More 


If ever an experience revealed the 
woeful weakness of Georgia’s auto regis- 
tration law, plus the careless handling of 
the automobile as property, it is that of 
William N. Little Jr. with a hit-and-run 
driver. 

To make a 40-hour chase short, let 
us say it this way: Little found the driver 
by a relentless search which took him 
through five owners back to the man in 
whose name the car and tag were regis- 
tered. 

The man had traded or sold the car 
in July in Cobb County. The vehicle left 
him carrying the tag registered in his 
name in March. 

It had been sold wholesale to a used- 
car dealer and it passed through two more 
used-car lots to the present owner, still 
carrying the tag. 

- Requirement of a certificate of title 
such as a deed for a house and insistence 
on a clear title by each buyer would have 
defined the status of ownership. 

Such carelessness and negligence con- 
founds the problem for the police. 

Thus Little never would have needed 
to make the patient and highly commend- 
able search back to that individual. 

. The man who sells a car or trades it 
should himself insist that the registra- 
tion and tag be changed. 

If he doesn’t, the dealer should take 
that step. 

' The automobile has. become a piece 
of property representing the cost of a 
home 20 years ago. 

The automobile is capable of inflict- 
ing damage far beyond its cost. 

That the State of Georgia should de- 
lay and debate the passage of a law re- 
quiring a rigid title to an automobile is 
incredible, incomprehensible and down- 
right inexcusable.

Interest Conflict Code 
Could Check Scandals 


Mayor Hartsfield and City Attorney 
Savage doubtless are right in saying that 
state laws are sufficient to cover any 
sort of graft, bribery or corruption on 
the part of city officials. But that does not 
eliminate the need for a conflict-of-in- 
terest code clearly defining the city’s 
position. 

Reluctance of aldermen to adopt such 
an ordinance is understandable. Some are 
in various businesses which often could 
bring their interests into conflict with 
those of the city. This is but another rea- 
son why the law is needed. 


Certainly there should be no misun- 
derstanding on the part of officials and 
employes which could lead to such situa- 
tions as that which now involves John C. 
Settelmayer, city librarian. We feel con- 
fident that the library board will take 
whatever action is warranted in this case 
after a thorough study and investiga- 
tion but it still is important to spell out 
just what does and does not constitute 
conflict of interest. 


We agree wholeheartedly with the 
mayor that every official’s interests 
should be a matter of public knowledge. 
It long has been a custom in local gov- 
ernment for officials to “find” them- 
selves in the insurance or sales business 
and directly or indirectly doing business 
with government. . 


City officials, elected or appointed, 
should have the temptation to use their 
official positions for private gain re- 
moved. While determining where to draw 
the line is difficult, lack of effective regu- 
lation invites abuse. In fact, it is re- 
markable that Atlanta has not been 
rocked by even greater conflict-of-inter- 
est scandals than the library incident.

Why Don’t We Make 


Parents Responsible? 


The Citizens Crime Commission is 
skeptical of a teen-age curfew law be- 
cause it would be difficult to enforce and 
would not solve the problem at which it is 
aimed. It offers a substitute proposal 
Which would strengthen police powers 
against loitering. : 

We share the commission’s skepticism 
for several reasons. For one thing, curfew 
laws in other cities have not proved suc- 
cessful. In addition, several court deci- 
sions have ruled them unconstitutional— 
notably a 1957 decision in Florida on a 
Miami curfew ordinance. 


We are sure those who seek a curfew 
law in Atlanta are sincere. But they 
seem to have accepted the fallacy that 
teen-age delinquency can be solved with 
easy panaceas. | ' 

It seems to us there are dangerous 
possibilities in the proposed curfew. The 
police force cannot devote its time to pa- 
trolling the whole city trying to pick up 
late-hour juveniles. It would suggest to

the youngsters a game of avoiding the 
police. Because there are not enough of 
the latter to enforce it, it would tend to 
create a disrespect for law and a frivolous 
attitude toward it. 


Applauding the Florida decision in 
1957, the Miami News declared edito- 
rially: “Teen-agers bent upon getting into 
trouble are not stopped by a law which 
says they must be off the streets by a 
specified hour.” 

In seeking a positive approach, why 
not consider legislation which would 
make parents responsible? There is no 
valid reason for parents not to know the 
whereabouts of their children. 


The curfew proposal seems to us to 
be in the category of wishing for a pill 
to cure the illness. Let’s make parents 
come to court to answer for their own 
delinquencies.

Location of a Church! 


We quite understand any legitimate 
fear of a property owner that his hold- 
ings may decrease in value. But it does 
seem to us that the opposition to a 
church or synagogue is not legitimate 
and, in fact, smacks of the preposterous. 
We note that a protest has been made 
in DeKalb County that a synagogue is 
“ugly” architecturally and should not be 
allowed a permit. There has been previous 
opposition to churches of well-established 
denominations. 


This is so far-fetched that we hope 
zoning authorities will make a firm stand 
in this and all other cases in which simi- 
lar protests are made. There isn’t an 
ugly synagogue in the city. In fact, the 
last one to be constructed is a thing of 
beauty and adds greatly to its neigh- 
borhood. 


Here in Atlanta we have seen some 
discouraging developments lately on zon- 
ing, with the Board of Aldermen ruling 
on ward courtesy instead of the needs 
of the people. But if we have come to the 
point where a temple or a church cannot 
be built without claims of property dam- 
age, then indeed have we fallen on evil 
days,

Mercer students and faculty heard a 
refreshing, encouraging speech from Dr. 
Rufus Harris, who is retiring as president 
of Tulane University to assume the same 
office at the institution in Macon.

State Legislature To Hear 
New Traffic Safety Bills 


The Georgia Legislature's next session will see at least 20 new 
traffic safety bills offered, reports Col. William P. Trotter, head of 
the state’s Department of: Public Safety. The proposed measures 
sponsored by Col. Trotter's department are described as steps in a 
concerted drive to cut down highway accidents and fatalities. 


One of the proposals the Legis- 
lature will be asked fo endorse is 
a change in the system of re- 
newing driver permits. It would 
require drivers to renew their li- 
censes on their birthdays, giving 
the State patrol an even work 
load on licenses all during the 
year and would eliminate the 
present system which finds the 
patrol facing all renewals during 
one short period. 

This suggestion seems feasible 
and should not be difficult to put 
into practice. Others of the: pro- 
posed measures are more likely 
to stir up debate. One of these 
would call. for periodic, ¢om- 
pulsory reexamination of all drivy- 
ers in order to insure their com- 
petence. The State patrol chief 


contends that many drivers on: 


the roads today should be re- 
stricted because of physical or 
mental handicaps. 

Another proposed bill would 
provide for suspension or revoca- 
tion of driver permits for certain 
violations. Still another will seek 
expansion of the State patrol’s 
safety education division. 

Complete details of these pro- 
posals and others Col. Trotter 
Says are forthcoming have not 
been released. Each, however, 
should be corsidered on its own 
merits when specific details are 
available. In the meantime, the 
purpose behind the proposals is 
praiseworthy. There are few mat- 
ters more important than seeking 
means to cut down traffic acci- 
dents and fatalities, 


and to enforce world law within 
the limited field of war preven- 
a.

Warned of 


Censorship 


Georgia librarians were warned 
Thursday that they must be 
“eternally vigilant against self- 
appointed and sometimes legally 
appointed censors and _ sup- 
pressors” who would curb the free 
exchange of ideas through books, 
newspapers and radio and tele- 
vision. 

W. Porter Kellam, director ol 
the University of Georgia li 
braries, in summing up a panel 
discussion on censorship, toid 
librarians attending a three-day 
state association meeting at the 
Biltmore that most censorship is 
caused by fear. 


“Throughout the history of the 
book there have been individuals, 
organized groups and rulers who 
have realized the power of the 
printed page, have feared its in- 
fluence on the minds of others.

He 
hung up his gloves in 1939, end- 
ing a fabulous career in which 
he fought the best fighters in 
an outstanding boxing cra and 
earned more than $500,000 in 
purses. He was elected to box- 
ing’s Hall of Fame in 1956. 


Since his retirement from box- 
ing, the ever-smiling, curly- 
haired little fellow had been 
connected with show business 
and restaurants. For years he 
teamed up with comedian Joey 
Adams in a popular act that ap- 
peared in night clubs, theaters 
and occasionally on television. 


Schwartz said Canzoneri had 


received a weekly gum for the 
use of his name on a Broadway 
restaurant in the heart of the 


theatrical and entertainment 
world. 
Canzoneri was divorced by 


his wife, dancer Rita Ray. They 
had a daughter, Denise, now 21. 
He also is survived by two sis- 
ters and a brother. 


He said he was only seven 
when he had his first street 
fights in New Orleans and 12 
when he became an amateur 
fighter. He was tutored by Pete 
Herman, a former bantam- 
weight champion, Herman sent 
him to his old manager, Sammy 
Goldman, in New York, when 
Pete decided Tony was ready 
for the pros. 


Tony's lifetime record was 


140-24-11. He sine had three no- 
contest fights.

He is an excellent student, an officer in Screven’s Methodist 
Youth program, vice president of the county 4-H Club, winner of | 
the district cattle judging contest and raised over 125 bushels of 
corn to the acre. For the latter achievement, Boykin won a trip 
to Atlanta (‘next week). 

It comes as no surprise that Boykin is being courted by many 
colleges. | 

Hershey had one other tremendous all-round protege in Bill 
Mills, 6-0, 180-pound senior who plays end on offense, backs the line 
on defense. Mills snarced 6 scoring passes in 9 games. 


Like Boykin, Mills has compiled a highly outstanding record in | 
other phases of endeavor. He has been an honor roll student 
throughout high school days, is a member of the National Honor 
Society and was chosen “Mr. Screven County High" by school- 
mates. Mills also raises cattle and farms. Need we add Mills and 
Boykin were co-captains of the footall team. 


PREP PRATTLE—Babe Howell, whose East Fannin team fin- 
ished with a creditable 5-3-2 record, believes he has two college 
prospects in senior backs Aldon Farmer and David Turner, the 
latter a 16-year-old who accounted for 1,300 yards total offense, 
tallied 11 touchdowns and ran a kickoff back 93 yards for the 
Morganton school’s only TD in its playoff with Dade County.

Listening to stereo music via AM-FM radio 
broadcasts is your lowest cost single source, 
since you need only two radios—one AM and 
one FM. Regular stereo broadcasts can be 
tuned in ever local stations WSB and WGKA, 


’ The next and thus far the most popular 
means of enjoying steréo is from your own 
records. Hundreds of 33-rpm LPs and some 
few 45-rpm singles are available with more 
new releases pouring into stores. The dual- 
channel stereo records usually retail at about 
.one dollar more than conventional one-chan- 
nel pressings. 


Finally, if your choice is tape, considered 
the ultimate in stereo, you’ve even more fun 
in store. Besides better sound reproduction, 
tape enables you to record your own music 
from “live” performances, discs, TV, radio or 
other tapes. Heretofore pre-recorded tape 
was priced much higher than discs, but new 
4-track stereo tapes cost about the same as 
stereo LPs and contain only slightly less 
music. And the new 4-track stereo tape cart- 
ridges offer as much music as records—for 
the same price. 


The kind of realism, or to use a favorite 
slogan, “concert hall presence’, . obtained 
from any of these methods of stereo repro- 
duction is governed by the quality of equip- 
ment you buy. So shop and listen carefully 
until you find the system you like within 
your budget. 


Whether you buy your speakers, arnplifiers, 
tuners, record changer, tape deck and TV all 
in one cabinet “package” or separately will 
be a matter for you to decide after some 
pleasant research—like reading this section 
—and probably after some discussion with 
your spouse, You'll find “good buys” both 
ways.

Stereo obviously is not new. 
Only the current stereo boom, 
set off by the convenient stereo 
record, is new. 


AS OLD AS RADIO 

Stereo radio broadcasting is 
almost as old as radio itself. In 
the early 1920s several pioneer 
stations tried two - channel 
broadcasting. It was a failure 
because in radio's infancy only 
a small number of Americans 
owned a single receiver, much 
less the two sets needed for 
stereo reception. 

Stereo recordings weren't far 
behind. In 1931 a British de- 
signer, A. D. Blumlein, em- 
ployed by Electrical & Musical 
Industries, Ltd., was © granted 
British patents on a system for 
cutting and reproducing two- 
channel records. 

FIRST PUBLIC SHOWING 

In America the first stereo 
record pat..ts came five years 
later. A. C. Keller and I. S. 
Rafuse, experimenters at the 
Bell Telephone laboratories, re-

ceived the U.S. patents for a 
system similar to the British 
one. 


The first public showing of 
the amazing stereo techniques 
also was a Bell lab first. In 
1933 Bell’s scientists transmit- 
ted from the Academy of Mu- 
sic in Philadelphia to Washing- 
ton’s Constitution Hall a per- 


formance by the Philadelphia 


Orchestra — using a three- 
channel system! 
The first to be called a 


‘“‘stereophonic transmission sys- 
tem,”’ this setup employed for 
each of ‘the three channels a 
separate microphone, amplifier, 
compensating metwork, attenu- 
ator, transmission line, power 
amplifier and speaker. 

And anyone old enough to re- 
member never will forget Walt 
Disney’s great movie ‘“Fan- 
tasia’’ in the late 1930s. For this 
film Leopold Stokowski conduct- 
ed the Philadelphia Orchestra 
and his performances were re- 
produced by a multiple-channel 
system that pioneered the mul- 
tiple-channel techniques now 
standard in Hollywood films. 


FANTASIA REISSUED 


The ‘Fantasia’ soundtrack

day’s stereo standards. 

First popular use of stereo 
home reproduction was by hi- 
f° tape fans. Stereo records hit 


the market in the summer of 


1958 but prerecorded stereo 
tapes already had been in use 
for a couple of years.

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Choosing Console or Components 


Could Be Grounds for Divorce 


By LEE KRAMER 
President, High Fidelity 88S 


Is it not a_sin_ that the 
dreamiest, peachiest girl should 
end up being somebody else’s 
wife and thus become the ador- 
able but nonetheless very real 
problem of a guy like myself, 
one who primarily sells high- 
fidelity components for a living? 

She thinks components are 
hideous. This is absolutely false 
and she does not suspect com- 
ponents need not sit there with 
their bare faces hanging out, 
that they can be housed in at- 
tractive furniture or built into 
‘“‘the wall.”’ But more about this 
later. 


JUST PRETEND 


Let's pretend you are an av- 
erage prospective customer. I 
know one thing for sure and it 
is that in your dreams you ex- 
pect temples of tone from the 
set you are about to purchase. 
You are torn between consoles 
and components. To make mat- 
ters worse, you probably aren't 
rich, and therefore you must 
work on a definite budget. -In 
a nutshell, you must buy some- 
thing that sounds good, and 
looks good, something you can 
afford that won't be grounds 
for divorce, not even in Mexico. 

Let me first tell you about 
the typical console. It is the 


child of the radio industry. The

brand name is quite familiar 
to you and the manufacturer 
of the better console has made 
an honest and very successful 
attempt to improve the console 


radio to a point where, with 
the aid of a built-in record- 
changer attachment, it is able 
to reproduce sound in a very 
satisfactory manner. A_ great 
deal of thought, time and mon 
ey has been spent in the design 
and construction of the cabinet. 
2 KINDS OF CONSOLES 

The console, like any other 
mass-produced product, comes, 
generally speaking, in one of 


two forms: The very good in- 
strument and the ‘‘price item.” 
The former is well worthy of 
your consideration and the lat- 
ter, by our standards, is ex- 
pensive at any price. 

A console usually is pur 
chased because it is a pretty 
piece of furniture and because 
it sounds pleasingly good. It is 
primarily a package, the ‘‘guts”’ 
of which cannot be economical- 
ly swapped around. Like the 


most beautiful girl in the world, 


the best console can only give 
what it has. Ask no more and 
you'll be happy. 


Components are, in essence, 
the ‘‘guts’’ you find in a con- 
sole but they are engineered to 
much higher specifications. The 
component is not the child of 
the radio industry but rather 
the offshoot of the broadcast 
and recording industry where 
incredible precision and quality 
are minimum requirements. 

A component system can be 
tailored to your needs. It is 
safe to say that when you pur- 
chase one it will be a lifetime 
proposition. You can improve 
it by addition. If you want it 
to be very much better then 
you need only trade one piece 
at a time and the depreciation 
is relatively small.. When you 
buy components, you get just 
what you want, no more, no 


less. The money. goes for sound 


and sound only. Versatility, like 
the sky, has no limit. 


You can have speakers in 
every room, in the bath house, 
on every other tree of your 
estate, and if you choose to, 
you can drive your neighbors 
insane. You may also do 
some honest-to-goodness _listen- 
ing with your shoes off in a 
relaxed posture, with or with- 
out refreshments, the rewards 
of which may even prolong your 
life a few years! 

Of course, it isn’t illegal to 
house your components in your 
dry sink or any piece of 
furniture that you own and 
treasure. You may even have 
an old but handsome phono- 
graph that you can ‘‘degut”’ at 
your convenience to install your 
components therein. Hooking up 
a system is no trouble at all. 

My ; 7-year-old boy installed 


his-own,; “when he was 6, with- 
out any help from me. Most 
of our customers put them in 
closets or on bookshelves. Trip- 
ping on wires is not an occupa- 
tional hazard. Neatness, like 
cleanliness and _ godliness, is 
your own responsibility. 

This is my advice to you. I 
urge you to listen to both con- 
soles and components. Do not 
sin by ignorance, you may re- 
gret it. It is only by comparison 
that you can tell what your 
really want. Remember, too, 
that it is just as stupid to spend 
too much money for what you 
want, as it is to spend too little 
to achieve the same purpose, 
that is, of course, if music is 
important to you. It is your 
money, spend it carefully. 

Oh yes, one manufacturer of 
components has you coming or 
going. You are offered com- 


ponents alone or the very same 
components in gorgeous cab- 
inetry at a nominal additional 
cost for the fine woods. For ob- 
vious reasons I cannot mention 
the name in this article, but 
mark my words: This is a very 
important trend which, like 
Drew Pearson, I predict will 
soon be followed by most if 
not all component manufactur- 
ers. 


The console people will 
raise the quality of their ‘‘in- 
nards”’ to component standards. 
The twain shall meet, live hap- 
pily ever after, maybe, and 
your problems will be over. 


. And then, the only sin 
that the dreamiest, peachiest 
girl will have committed is that 
she will have ended up as 
somebody else’s wife. Oh well, 
this, after all, is a monogamous 
society and, at best, one won- 
derful wife is all I can handle!

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Stereo Has Grown Up in

Stereo—the toddling child of 
the phonograph industry a year 
ago—has grown into a strap- 
ping youth which its elders 
pridefully declare is ‘‘going 
peaces.”

Bruce Galphin cilities to the 
limit. A sizable chunk of today’s 
phonograph sales is composed 
of stereophonic machines. 

But like all rapidly blossom- 
ing adolescents, stereo still has 
its points of awkwardness, of 
uncertainty of direction. Let’s 
look at the balance sheet: 

First, consider stereophonic 
discs, the wonder kind of a year 
ago. 

PROGRESSING HAPPILY 

Manufacturers and consum- 
ing public alike should be 
pleased with what is available 
on the record market in De- 
cember, 1959. Not contented, 
mind you, but happy with the 
progress. 

It has been argued that 
manufacturers of stereo discs 
have concentrated too heavily 
on the ‘‘war horses” and that 
the Golden Age of LP, when 
even obscure pre-Bach was 
committed to record, is over. 

To no small extent that crit- 
icism is justified thus far, but 
surely it is a hopeful omen 
when Capitol offers the haunt- 
ingly beautiful “‘Echoes from 
the 16th Century Cathedral” or 
RCA Victor gives an ear to the 
First Symphony of the 26-year- 
old American composer Black- 
wood. 

On the technical side, record- 


ing engineers have learned in- 
valuable lessons about micro 
phoning and cutting of masters. 

The slush-slush sound that 
shockingly marred almost the 
entire stereo output of one of 
the nation’s top companies for 
several months has “been 6vVér- 
come. 

Every major firm—and most 
of the minors—now offers what 
London achieved at the start 
of its stereo career: Excellent 
channel separation and clean 
sound. 


STILL EXPERIMENTING 

One firm—Everest—has_ ex- 
perimented with recording on 
sound film, with stunning re- 
sults. 

There are still examples, even 
from the “majors,” of ‘gim- 
mick” recordings in which mu- 
sicians are widely separated 
and all sound comes from one 
speaker or the other. 

Certainly Angel never has 
been guilty of this behavior and 
most other firms are going 
along with the subtler idea of 
spreading the sound to fill the 
*‘hole in the middle.” 

SLEAZY EQUIPMENT 

To put it bluntly, there is a 
lot of sleazy equipment being 
put on the market to cash in 
on the stereo popularity. Grant- 
ed, it plays two channels, but 
in quality of sound it is a retro- 
gression from the heyday of 
monophonic high fidelity. 

This writer still holds to the 
contention that the component 
approach to high fidelity repro- 
duction—especially for stereo— 
is the most satisfactory. 

But admittedly components 
are more complicated than pre- 
packaged units. And admittedly 
there are some fine ready-built 
units on the market today. 


SPEAKER HOUSING 

In any case, an absolute mini- 
mum requirement for stereo en- 
thusiasts should be separated 
speaker housings — and many 
manufacturers of don’t-do-it- 
yourself units do offer a sep- 
arate speaker cabinet. It may 
look bétter to have all your 
equipment in one piece of Queen 


Anne, but the resultant sound 
is definitely inferior. 
Giving manufacturers _ their 


due, however, they have done 
well during the past year 


en 


toward eliminating the rumble 
and extraneous noise from much 
equipment originally displayed 
when playing stereo. 

The public should understand

Pierrette Alarie, soprano; Nan 
Merriman, alto; Leopold Si- 
moneau, tenor, and Richard 
Standen;-—bass: Incidentally, to 
this listener Standen’s magnifi- 
cent entry in the choral move- 
ment of Beethoven’s Ninth is 
still the finest on LP. 


Though it’s true the Messiah 
has suffered: more than any 


@ other piece of music in the last 


century or so, perhaps too 
much attention has been given 
to duplicating Handel’s original 


performance which featured 40- 
odd instruments and a like num- 
ber in the chorus. However, for 
those who feel the sound of a 
harpsichord is too twangy and 


nasal, it must be said that this 
one is remarkably rich and 
clear. 

For those who doubt 40-odd 
voices can do justice to some 
of the passages, they'll have to 
listen to spine-tingling fortissi- 
mos to believe; how much the 
engineers helped the voices is 
not known but the results of the 
engineers and chorus are amaz- 


ing. 


All in all, this is one of the 
most successful efforts to 
achieve that almost impossible 
feat: balancing properly the or- 
chestra, chorus and _ soloists.

Q. What is the difference be- 
tween a hi-fi, a stereo and a 
phonograph? 

A. Unfortunately, the word 
“hi-fi,” has come: into wide. mis- 
use at the expense of the buying 
public, The term hi-fi is an. ad- 
jective, not a noun! It.is a term 
that can be applied to either 
a single channel system or a 
stereo system. Due to mislead- 
ing advertising, a hi-fi has come 
to be compared with a stereo. 
Actually, the comparison should 
be between a regular phono- 
graph (single channel) and a 
stereo (two channels). The term 
hi-fi then should be used to 
describe either one of the two 
types of systems, depending on 
the quality of either system. 
Needless to say, it is up to you 
to listen to all types of systems 
from the finest to the cheapest 
and determine how hi your fi 
should be. 


Q. I intend to buy a stereo- 
phonic phonograph soon. I'd like 
to start buying stereophonic ree- 
ords now. Can I play them on 
my phonograph? 

A. Yes, but unless the phono- 
graph you have has been specif- 
ically designed to play stereo 
records, it will damage them. 


smaller. It is. designed to con- 
form. to a much more complex 
groove pattern. A standard mic- 
rogroove needle has a tip ra- 
dius of 1 mil. The stereo nee- 
dle has a seven-tenths of a. mil 
radius. In addition, the special 
stereo cartridge: into. which the 
needle fits allows the needle to 
be more flexible than. the or- 
dinary monaural cartridge. 


Q. Is it possible to. turn my 
old phonograph inte a stereo- 
phonic reproducer? 


A. Most players can be con- 
verted to stereophonic playback. 
The conversion will, in many 
cases, have to begin with the 
turntable and include replacing 


the tone arm, needle and. car- 


‘ tridge in. addition. to. adding: a 


second speaker and. amplifier. 
Often. it will be more economical 
to buy a completely new, fac- 
tory-guaranteed stereo unit. If 
you decide to convert your 
present phonograph, be sure: it 
is done by a reputable: and 


' highly trained: audio technician. 


Q. Will stereo records. make 
my needle wear faster? 

A. No. It will wear at the 
same rate as a standard long- 
playing needle. Incidentally, 
diamond needles are recom- 
mended even more: for stereo 
disks than for regular long- 
play. Since stereo records cost 
a little more, it is wise to pro- 


tect them with the longer wear- 
ing, diamond. But. keep.in mind 
that. the diamond wears,. too, 
and. can damage reeord grooves 
after approximately 1,000 hours 
of play. 

Q. How should I place the 


tapes? 

A. Since every room has dif- 
ferent acoustic properties, the 
optimum stereo: effect will de- 
pend: upon: trial and: error. As 
a rule of thumb, the most ef- 
fect can be achieved by sitting 
the same distance from the 
speakers as the speakers are 
from each other. If the speak- 
ers are eight feet apart, the

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450 MILLIONTHS OF SECOND

You know, it is indeed a good 
thing our ears are not on the 
same side of our face. You 
couldn't hear stereo and we 
would just about be out of busi- 
ness! 

Believe it or not, we hear 
things stereophonically, or three 
dimensionally if you _ prefer, 
purely and simply because 
sound gets to one ear sooner 
than it reaches the other. The 
time lag, tiny as it might be, 
450 millionths of a second, also 
determines the direction of 
the noise - maker. 


DETECTING TIME LAGS 


Actually, most ears can de- 
tect time differences as tiny as 
6 millionths of a second and still 
tell direction. I know this seems 
to have little to do with stereo 
at home but it’s fascinating, 
isn't it? Try it on your friends. 

So we have two ears and, for- 
tunately, like our eyes, they are 
strategically located where they 
can do the most good: 

Sight and sound have a 
deal in common. A truly 
nificent photograph is a work 
of art and, as such, is awe- 
inspiring. But look at the very 
same thing three - dimensional- 
ly or stereescopically and lo and 
behold you lose your breath. 


USING BOTH EYES 

Why? Because you have used 
both eyes to the fullest advan- 
tage. In exactly the same way, 
a beautiful piece of music

sounds excellent on a monaural 
high fidelity system but it only 
comes to life when it is repro- 
duced stereophonically! 

Most people are a little vague 
as to how stereophonic sound is 
recorded and best reproduced. 
There’s nothing to it,  the- 
eretically speaking. Let’s pre 
tend yeu and I are the record- 
ing engineers. Our studio is the 
15-foot wall of our living reom 
and the assignment is to make 
a stereophonic recording of a 
group of nine musicians. 

Let us divide the 15-foot wall 
into three segments of five feet 
each and place three musicians 
into every five - foet segment. 
Now we will need two sound 
tracks so we will use two micro- 
phones. 


DIRECTIONAL MIKES 

The mikes will be directional, 
that is to say, we will be able 
to control their angle of ‘‘vis- 
ion,” so to speak. We place these 
mikes five feet away from each 
wall and a convenient distance 
back from the musicians. The 
mike on the left will record the 
sound produced by the first six 
musicians only, starting from 
the left wall going to the right. 
This will be our left seund track. 

The mike on the right will re- 
cord the sound produced by the 
first six musicians only, start- 
ing from the right wall going 
to the left. This will be our 
right sound track. And that’s

PICK A SYSTEM 
There is a stereophonic disc 
system, a stereophonic tape sys-

American, cost is a powerful 
determinant in the selection of 
the type of stereophonic equip- 
ment desired.

Remember, the stereophonic 
tape system can only play 
tapes.

Now. from.the above—record.- 
ing a stereo disc is. produced 
by a multitude of geniuses of 
varying stature in the engineer- 
ing and business field. But this 
is not at all interesting and the 
fact that concerns us is that 
we have a stereophonic record 
with two separate sound tracks, 
one on the left wall of the 
groove and ome on the right 
wall of the same groove. 


PLACING THE DISC 

We place this disc on 
turntable and put’ the arm 
which has a stereo cartridge in 
it, preferably of the magnetic 
variety if quality is a must, on 
the record. We now are picking 
up two sound tracks through a 
double-element cartridge and 
feeding it into a stereophonic 


amplifier, the latter being noth- — 


ing more frightening than just 
two amplifiers on a_ single 
chassis. 


All the amplifiers do 
enough voltage where the 
speakers can be driven. 

So we hook up the amplifiers 
to two speaker systems which, 


because we are very shrewd, 


we have placed against our 15- 
foot wall, the left speaker five 
feet away from the left wall 
and the right speaker five feet 
away from the right wall. 
MUSIC COMES TO LIFE 


Presto, if our stereophonic 
system is of high-fidelity quali- 
ty, in our sense of the word 
that is, all you have to do is 


close your eyes and there, right 
against our wall, our nine mu- 
sicians come to life again. In- 
credible? No, not at all. It's 
true, I assure you. 

What's happened to the three 
musicians in the center who 
have been recorded twice? Of 
course you know.

Convert To Stereo: 


It’s as Easy as Pie 


By L. E. GLENN 
President, Bake Andie 

If a quick look at the price 
tags on the latest stereophonic 
sound equipment has resigned 
you to ‘“‘one-ear”’ listening, take 
heart. This new sound ex- 
perience may not be as far from 
your living room as you suppose. 

The usual phonograph system 
has one sound source. Those who 
experiment with multiple speak- 
ers can testify that the additon 
of a second speaker adds a cer- 
tain ‘‘something”’ to the total 
sound. 

But adding a second speaker 
will not give you stero. It simply 
makes the sound originate from 
two points instead of one—but 
always with the same perespec- 
tive. 

MAKING BIG JUMP 


The big jump to stereo is made 
when, in a two-speaker system, 
the left speaker provides that 
part of the program which would 
normally come from your left 
(first violins in a concert or- 
chestra, for example) and the 
speaker on the right reproduces 
the instruments you would nor- 
mally expect to come from your 
right (brass, tympani, etc.). 

If you have one good speaker 
system in your present setup, 
your “primary” speaker will fill 
the room with solid bass, as it 
always has, and you’re not likely 
to notice the absence of bass in 
the “‘economy model” with 
stereo. 

Even a good-quality 8’ wide- 
range speaker, properly baffled, 
works amazingly well for the 
second channel of a stereo sys- 
tem. 


PRERECORDED TAPE 
There are, commonly, three 


stereo program sources. One is 


stereo prerecorded tape. While 
more expensive than discs, tapes 


last indefinitely and can be 
played on most tape recorders, 
provided they are converted for 
stereo. A number of adpater 
kits are made. 

Since the tape has two record- 
ings on it, each recording must 
be picked up separately by the 
two-channel playback head, am- 
plified and fed to its respective 
loudspeaker. One track on the 
tape can be fed through your 
tape recorder in the standard 
way and reproduced on the re- 
corder’s built-in speaker. 

The second channel] signal is 
fed to your present, separate 
hi-fi amplifier. 

AND TWO AMPLIFIERS 


Remember, there will be two 
amplifiers supplying two speak- 
ers at all times, so the acoustic 
power required of each will 
not be as severe as with a 
single amplifier. 

The latest stereo method is 
the stereo disc, employing the 
45-45 technique. In this system 
a single recording groove ac- 
tually contains two separate 
sound channels. 

The only additional equipment 
you will need, other than the 
items already discussed, is a 
stereo playback cartridge to re- 
place the cartridge in your tone 
arm. 

Again, the two signals from 
the cartridge are fed, respec- 
tively, to your main system and 
second system. The nice thing 
about these stereo cartridges is 
that they play your old LP 
discs with equal facility. 
STEREO ON RADIO 

Many stations have both AM 
and FM outlets. One micro- 
phone (or group of micro 
phones) might pick up the 
“‘left’’ side of the program and

What with revolution after revolution in the hi-fi 
industry, music lovers may be ready to surrender and 
become music haters—certainly they can’t afford 
another expensive changeover. 


For decades everyone was 
content with those 78rpm shel- 
lac recordings. But there came 
45-rpm discs, then 33-rpm long- 
plays, and in quick succession 
high fidelity records, taped mu- 
sic, stereo tapes, stereo records, 
a second tape speed, four-track 
tapes, tape cartridges—and now, 
so help us, it’s three-channel 
stereo. 


NEW MUSIC EFFECT 


But don’t throw up your hands 
and throw away your old equip- 
ment. This is not a major 
changeover. It is simply a new 
music effect which you may or 
may not like. 


For one thing, this is not true 
three-channel reproduction in 
the sense that stereo is two- 
channel reproduction. 

There are not three separate 
sound tracks recorded by three 
separate microphones and re- 
produced through three separate 
amplification and speaker sys- 
tems. 


3RD SPEAKER ADDED 


The. main addition is a third 
speaker, a woofer to sound 
tones below 300 cycles per sec- 
ond. 

You will play your old stereo 
records on your stereo turn- 
table or changer and you will 
continue to use twin amplifiers 
and twin stereo speaker sys- 
tems. But your third speaker 
will create the illusion of a 
third channel by borrowing 
sound from each of the other 
two channels and diverting it 
to a center channel. 

The theory is that low-fre- 
quency tones,,in this case ex- 
treme bass notes below 300 
cps, don’t produce any sense 
of direction and hence add 
nothing to stereophonic effect. 

In general, therefore, in three- 


channel systems the middle 
speaker sounds only tones below 
300 cps. Speakers on each side, 
at the normal eight-foot stereo 
spacing, reproduce all direc- 
tion-giving tones above 300 cps. 

Three-channel speaker setups 
already are on the market from 
Jensen and Electro-Voice, with 
other manufacturers expected 
to follow if the idea catches on. 

The Electro-Voice system 
uses two E-V Stereon 100 speak- 
ers, retailing at about $35 each, 
as outside speakers, and the 
$110 E-V Leyton model for a 
center speaker. The Leyton is 
rated down to 40 cps. 


NEED STEREO MIXER 

With this system you will 
need a stereo mixer-transformer 
to divert the proper low fre- 
quencies from both channels 
into the Leyton speaker and to 
filter away the high frequencies. 
E-V has a model for $13.50. 

Jensen’s setup has to be 
bought as a package, at about 
$170 for the three speakers. This 
system has the advantage of 
not requiring a mixer-trans- 
former. 

Jensen's speaker system, 
called the Galaxy II, can be 
purchased in a_ do-it-yourself 
kit for about $100. 

At least one manufacturer of 
console stereo, RCA Victor, al- 
ready has put out a complete 
three-channel stereo system. 
The center speaker is in the 
console itself while the two 
higher-frequency speakers are 
in cylindrical, ashtray stand- 
type enclosures. 

This console system, which of 
course includes record-changer, 
dual amplifier and the full 
ready-to-play setup, retails for 
about $400.

Balance: The production of -- 


equal volume for a given lis- 
tening position of the sound 
from both stereo speaker sys- 
tems. 


Balance Control: Control for 
regulating balance between two 
stereo channels, usually a po- 
tentiometer connected to in- 
crease volume from one chan- 
nel while decreasing volume 
from the other. 


Cartridge: The unit which 
holds the stylus (needle), is 
mounted in the pickup arm of 
the record changer or turn- 
table, and translates mechani- 
cal motion of the stylus in the 
record groove to an electrical 
signal. 

Channel: One of the two sig- 
nals in stereo reproduction; 
also the path traveled by the 
signal from the record groove 


or tape track’ until it emerges 
from the speaker as sound. 

Channel reversal: Shifting the 
outputs of a stereo system so 
the left chanael comes from the 
right speaker and vice versa. 

Compliance: The easé with 
which the stylus- (needle) -re- 
sponds to variations in the rec- 
ord grooves. 

Crosstalk: Any part of a sig- 
nal which belongs in one stereo 
channel but is heard from the 
other. 

Groove: The circular furrow 
or track engraved in the rec- 
ord surface which stores sound. 

Hole in middle: Faulty stereo 
effect in which all sound ap- 
pears to come from the sides 
and none from the middle. 


Monaural: Older term for 
“‘monophonic.”’ 
Monophonic: Single channel 


sound reproduction as in pre- 
stereo hi-fi. 

Separation (channel): The 
degree to which sound intended 
for each speaker is kept out of 
the other one by a stereo sys- 
tem.—GG.
